A great need of :the present 
time, the Pope also stated, is ‘the 
restoring of European solidarity,’’ 
now reduced to a ebb. An- 
other great need is to strengthen 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions. One way of doing this, the 
Pope indicated, would be to expel 
Hungary for refusing admittance 
to U.N. observers. U.N. author- 
ity could likewise be increased if 
questions coming before it were 
not treated ‘‘only according to 
personal interest and power.”’

The United Nations ought, said 
the Pope, ‘‘to have the right and

police force the safeguarding of 
order in a threatened state.’’ The 
United Nations should

sume “effective control of the

In this connection Pius praised 
the aerial inspection plan sug- 
gested by President Eisenhower 
in Geneva last year. The Pope 
added, “‘the acceptance of the 
contro]—this is the point crucial 
for victory, where every nation 
will show is sincere desire for 
peace.”’ 

HEARTENED ON HUNGARY 

Before closing his message by 
imparting his apostolic blessing 
to all who heard him deliver in 
on the radio, Pius expressed his 


cratification over the way in 
which the free world reacted to 
events in Hungary. “It is most 
consoling for us,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
see sympathetic and generous 
reaction toward the oppressed 


Hungarian nation on the part of 
all our beloved sons, of chari- 
table organizations, of entire na- 
tions and also of fair-minded 
newspapers. We are likewise con- 
vinced that all good men will not 
cease to pray and, to make sac- 
rifices to lighten the sad condi- 
tions of this martyred people.”’

Rapid Growth of Atlanta School Enrollment 


By CLAUDE GEORGE SR. .. 

The tremendous growth of en- 
rollment in Atlanta public schools 
in the past few years has created 
new problems, Dr. Hilliard Bowen, 
area superintendent of the Atlanta 
school system, said at the Hun- 
gry Club’s public forum at the 
Butler Street YMCA. 

He pointed out that the city’s 
school population was increased 
by 20,000 in 1952 when a large 
area was annexed under the Plan 
of Improvement. In addition, the 
normal growth of the population 
has increased school enrollment 
by another 15,000, he said. 

Dr. Bowen said this means 
there are an additional 35,000 stu- 
dents in Atlanta schools for whom 
educational opportunities had to 
be provided. 

He said that. progress has been 


made through the reorganization) 


plan — better known as the “Ivey 
Plan.’’” He explained that under
